A major work for band, it has sustained melodic lines, masterful contrapuntal 
writing, and brilliant instrumentation.

This charming concerto has long been attributed to Alessandro Marcello’s more famous 
younger brother, Benedetto. Originally in D minor for oboe and strings, an early publisher 
transposed it down a tone and substituted names in hopes of better sales. Alessandro Marcello 
was a composer, philosopher, and mathematician who lived in Venice. J. S. Bach apparently 
thought well of this concerto, for he made a transcription of it for harpsichord. The trans- 
cription for oboe and winds by Melvin Berman was written especially for the University of 
Toronto Concert Band. 


Melvin Berman is associate professor of oboe and chamber music at the Faculty of Music. 








Crester (1957 ) William Schuman (1910 )

Chester was a church hymn by William Billings (1746-1800) which was adopted as a 
marching song by the U.S. Continental Army. Schuman’s composition derives from the spirit 
both of the hymn and the marching song.

Christopher Weait is co-principal bassoonist with the Toronto Symphony, and is instructor 
of that instrument at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. 


Rounp Dance (1966) John Weinzweig (1913- ) 
Transcribed by Howard Cable 


Round Dance was commissioned by the CBC in 1950 for small orchestra and was sub- 
sequently transcribed for concert band. It is a lively scherzo based on the canon technique. 
John Weinzweig is a professor of composition at the Faculty of Music. 


Ex Saton Mexico (1939) Aaron Copland (1900- ) 
Transcribed by Mark Hindsley 


Following a visit to Mexico in 1932, Copland wrote: “From the very beginning the idea 
of writing a work based on popular Mexican melodies was connected in my mind with a 
popular dance hall in Mexico City called Salon Mexico. In that ‘hot spot’ one felt, in a very 
natural and unaffected way, a close contact with the Mexican people. It wasn’t the music 
I heard, but the spirit that I felt there, which attracted me. Something of that spirit is what 
I hope to have put into my music.”
